EARTHWEEK: A DIAR 
Chernoby! Troubles 


The Ukrainian newspaper 

Kievskiye Vedomosti re- 

ported that background 
radiation levels have risen from 19 to 
24 curies in the Dnieper River near 
the Chernobyl nuclear plant, site of 
a 1986 radioactive explosion and 
fire. Recent heavy rains caused 
flooding over a Widespread area; 
apparently the flooding leached 
strontium-90 from the soil. The 
increased levels pose no immediate 
danger to people in the area. 


Deadly Storms 

Tropical storm Tasha 

whipped across the Philip- 

pines, forcing 20,000 peo- 
ple to flee. On Luzon, heavy rain 
caused steaming rivers of mud and 
rock to flow down Mt. Pinatubo. Ter- 
tified residents of Pasay City were 
forced to climb to rooftops to keep 
from drowning. 

Hurricane Fernanda moved away 
from Hawaii after causing some 
heavy wave damage. Thousands of 
surfers flocked to the beaches to 
take advantage of 30-foot breakers. 

One thousand military and civil- 
ian personnel were evacuated from 
the Pacific atoll of Johnson Island as 
Hurricane Keoni passed by the 
island, but caused no damage. 

Atter killing two people and leav- 
ing thousands homeless in the 
Lesser Antilles, tropical storm Cindy 
dissipated over the Carribean island 
of Hispaniola. 

Hurricane Greg churned harm- 
lessly in the Pacific, moving away 
from the west coast of Mexico. 


European Fires 

Fires burned across thou- 
PV] senes of acres of pine for- 

est in Greece. Police 
blamed arsonists for blazes burning 
onanisland north of Athens, and the 
northern island of Thasos. In west- 
ern Sicily, four forest rangers were 
killed by a fire burning 30 miles from 
the Italian city of Catania.

More than a million Chi- 
eal nese joined in the effort to 
stop floodwaters from 
spreading further across Jiangsu 
province. The official Xinhua news 
agency reported that more than 
2,600 floodgates were closed to 
keep the water frominundatinglarge 
tracts of farmland and homes. 
Several weeks of torrential rains 
in northwestern Ethiopia and Sudan 
have caused rivers and streams, 
including the Blue Nile, to overflow. 
Six people were killed by the flash 
floods, and hydroelectric power 
from the Abay dam in Ethiopia was 
shut down for the first time since the 
facility was built 29 years ago. 
River traffic on the entire Missis- 
sippi River resumed for the first time 
in several weeks as the waters sub- 
sided to safe levels. It was the end 
of the longest shutdown since ship- 
ping began there during the 19th 
century. 


Tropical Storms 
Typhoon Tasha brought 
Hong Kong, Macao, and 
parts of China’s Guang- 
dong province to a standstill after 
earlier killing five people during a 
rampage across the Philippines. 
Tropical storm Hillary triggered flash 
floods across Baja California. 
Atlantic Seaboard residents 
watched cautiously as hurricane 
Emily formed south of Bermuda late 
in the week. Other tropical weather 
features developed across the 
Pacific and in the mid-Atlantic.

New 
Delhi environmentalist Ashish 
Kothari believes that the swarms 
have made it from the northern 
African deserts and Persian Gulf 
into western India because some 
species of birds which feed on them 
are no longer to be found in the 
region. Military aircraft are spraying 
tons of pesticides near the country’s 
richest farmlands in an attempt to kill 


millions of the locusts before they.

$300, in cash he had kept in a rice 
bag. About 2,000 of the rupees, $40, 
were later found in elephant dung in 
a nearby agricultural center, and 
taken to a local police station. Ele- 
phants also demolished several 
other houses, eating up grain, and 
throwing around pots and pans. 
Banana, coconut, and other crops 
were damaged during the raids.
